RECRUITMENT AND YOU 

We have a "recruitment" problem. 
If you are not part of the solution, 
you may be part of the problem. 

Anyone and everyone who is 
involved in the square dance activity 
should be doing his or her part in the 
recruiting of new people. When 1 say 
everyone, | mean dancers, callers, cuers, 
shop owners, etc., etc, including and 
especially callers who are not teaching 
classes and members of clubs that. don't 
sponsor 8 class. 

I fullyrealize that sponsoring classes 
is usually a losing (financially) 
proposition for a club and a not very 
profitable evening for a caller; but in 
my opinion, when a club makes a 
decision not to have a class, it becomes 
an "endangered species." 

A club without a class has no way of 
offsetting the loss of members because 
of relocation, health problems, death, 
burn-out and yes, "turn-off," as much as 
we would like not to own up to it. 

A club deciding not to have a class 
makes a statement: "We intend to sur- 
vive, using dancers taught by other 
clubs as attendees at our dances." If 
that is your plan, then maybe your 
club should at least be helping the 
clubs in your area who are sponsoring 
classes by attending their demos, 
referring people to them, and maybe 
even by making a financial donation to 
help support their classes. 

A caller deciding not to teach classes 
makes this statement: "I am going to 
spend the rest of my calling career 
calling to dancers (at a Saturday night 
rate) who were taught by callers willing 
to work at a much lower rate for the 
good of the club and the activity." 

Those callers should at least be wil-

ling to participate in, or donate money 
to, groups that work hard to promote 
and perpetuate square dancing. 

Round dance cuers and their dancers 
should be willing to participate in 
demos to show that they are & part of our 
activity. They certainly have a vested 
interest in the success of our recruitment 
efforts inasmuch as most round dancers 
were square dancers first. 

I don't believe I need to explain why 
shop owners are anxious to see large 
numbers of new people come into our 
üctivity and most of them have always 
been ready and willing to help. 

How many times can you answer yes 
to the following questions? 

* Are you always willing to participate 
in a demo? 
* Do you do your share of "angeling" 
at classes? 
* Are you a member of, or have you 
donated to, the Square Dance Founda- 
Lion of New England? 
* Do you tell your friends and family 
how much fun you have? 
e Have you submitted articles or 
pictures of square dance events іо your 
local newspaper? 
* Have you made a donation to the 
"Learn to Square Dance 8001"? 
* Do you have an "800?" 
bumper/window sticker on your car? 
* Do you have "800#” cards in your 
wallet to hand out to prospective 
recruits? 
* Do you attend Square Dance Day in 
Boston in September?

Unfortunate- 
ly, it just exists that single females 
outnumber males, which adds up to: 
They just love to dance and want some 
enjoyment, as couples are having. Let's 
be humans and magnanimous. Share!

The 34th New England Square and 
Round Dance Convention will be held 
April 24 & 25, 1992, in Manchester, 
New Hampshire. For those who like 
to mix camping with square dancing, 
the Camping Chairmen have put 
together two great packages for you to 
choose from.

umm was given to each partner. 





To my surprise, I came across recipes from 


callers’ wives from all over the country. I'll share some that caught my attention. 


First, a Fruit Dip: 
1 (7 oz.) jar marshmallow cream, 2 TBSP 
orange juice, 8 oz. cream cheese 

Stir until amooth; serve with fresh fruit.

Dirt Cake 
20 oz. bag Oreo® cookies 
2 boxes vanilla pudding 
I tsp. vanilla 
1 cup powdered sugar 
1 stick margarine or butter (softened) 
8 oz, pkg. cream cheese (softened) 
12.02. container Cool Whip) 

Crush cookies & layer half of them on 
bottom of 9 x 13" pan. Make pudding by 
mixing milk, vanilla & pudding; set aside. 
Combine margarine, cream cheese & pow- 
dered sugar until creamy. Mix in Cool 
Whip ®, then powdered sugar.

3) Then mixed all together the pudding 
mix, cream cheese mix, crushed cookies and 
the Coo!

I put all this mixture into a large new 
flower pot, blocking holes on the bottom of 
pot with Cool Whip? cover, I filled the pot 
and covered the top with the last 1/4 of the 
crushed cookies.

1 tsp. sugar MES brown sugar 
2 large eggs ы пша

Before you start, sample the rum to check 
for quality. Good, isn't it?! Now go ahead - 
select a large mixing bowl, measuring cup, 
eic. Check the rum again, It must be just 
right. To be sure the rum is of the highest 
quality, pour one level cup of rum into a 
glass. Drink it as fast as you can. Repeat. 

With an electric mixer, beat one cup of 
butter in а large, fluffy bowl - add on 
seaspoon of thugar and beat again. 
Meanwhile, make sure the rum їз of finest 
quality. Try another cup. Open the second 
quart if nethessary. 

Add 2 arge leggs, 2 cups of fried druit and 
beat till high. If fruid gets tuck in the 
beaters, just pry it loose with a drewscriver. 
Sample the rum again, checking for toxicity. 
Next, sift 3 cups of pepper or salt (it really 
doesn't matter) Sample the rum again. Sift 
a half pint of lemon juice, Fold one 
bablespoon of brown thugar (or whatever 
color you can find). Mix well, Grease oven 
and trun cake pay to 350 gredees, Now pour 
the whole meas into the boven and ake. 
Check the rum again and bo to ged.

Exhilaration is that feeling you get just after a great idea hits you and before you 
realize what's wrong with it. 
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Over ‘the past decudé we have seen 
some clubs go away. We might think 
that the difficulty of getting enough 
people to attend so the club can meet 
the expenses was an important reason 
why clubs cease to operate. 

Its interesting for me to observe 
that the ones I know about did not shut 
down because of financial difficulties. 
They ceased to operate because the 
people who had been doing the work of 
running the club got tired of it and 
Шеге seemed to be no one available to 
take over the job, 

The other day I was talking with a 
former square dancer who told me that a 
major reason that he was not dancing 
was the heavy load of club involvement. 
He said he came back to one dance after 
being away for nearly a year and before 
the evening was over he was asked to 
help in running a dance. For him that 
was enough. He enjoyed dancing but did 
not want to make a life project out of it.

umn that club Баймын, can get 
pretty demanding. We recruit people into 
a once-a-week activity (class) and then 
they learn that it is really at least a 
twice-a-week commitment. We add the 
second event during the middle of class 
with the class dance, and it continues at 
least that frequently for the rest of their 
square dance life. It includes banner 
raids, club duties, angeling at classes 
and, for some, executive committee 
meetings. For many these are part of the 
fun but for others the apparent obligation 
represents a burden. 

JoAnn and I run some square dance 
programs ourselves. They are much less 
involved than a full club program. We 
don't ask for much help from experi- 
enced dancers in the classes we run. We 
have very few parties. We don't do 
banner raids. We have no executive com- 
mittee meetings. JoAnn does make the 
refreshments, tries to make people feel 
welcome and cleans up the hall when

LETTERS From page 6 
dancers going who do not square 
dance, and they also have paid an 
equal amount to attend. There should 
be some way of making the dance time 
equal, whether by shortening the 
square dances or by adding a third 
round dance to each tip. 

Which really brings us to another 
"problem," that being the length of the 
patter calls. The dancers usually say 
nothing to the callers or the clubs but 
privately are upset because the callers 
go on and on in their patter calls. 
Some go on for 20 minutes. Hey, 
guys, that is far too long! Instead 
of saying anything, the participants 
just say, "Well, 1 won't return for any 
dances that this fellow calls from now 
on," or, "I guess our club won't hire 
him, Or they are forced to choose 
between squares and rounds because 
of exhaustion, which would not happen 
with a reasonably lengthened patter. 
We do want the dancers to come back, 
don't we? So, perhaps a time limit 
should be mentioned when issuing 
contracts to these "long-winded" 
callers, 

And, finally, we applaud Jim 
Mayo's article in the July issue of this 
magazine. Не sure hit it right on 
target when he mentioned the "fun 
and games" that some callers play. 
Not only is it an aggravation, but

JUST THE FACTS! 

Many times club presidents and 
callers are contacted by the local 
media for more information about 
square dancing. It was suggested that 
Legacy provide some information to 
answer the usual questions about 
square dancing. Here goes: 

* Who square dances? People of all 
ages, from small children to 
nonagenarians; all walks of life; all 
nationalities and races; all phases of 
health, from those who walk 
confidently to those in wheelchairs; all 
mental capabilities, from those in 
challenge clubs to special steppers - 
anyone who wishes to participate. 

* What is square dancing? It’s the 
activity which encompasses dancing in 
square formations, contra dancing in 
long lines, round dancing (couple 
dancing in specific patterns) and, in 
some areas, clogging. 

Square dancing is 8 people moving 

to music and following the commands 
of a caller. It’s good exercise. It 
brings people together for fun and 
fellowship. It relieves stress and ten- 
sion. lt creates friendships. 
* When does square dancing take place? 
In cities, maybe any evening; in small 
towns, maybe only on weekends, 
although where towns are clustered, 
clubs will endeavor not to compete on 
the same night. 


* Where do square dances take place? 
Many towns and cities have square 
dance halls built by clubs and 
federations; in many other places, 
square dancing is enjoyed in churches, 
schools, gyms, social halls, malls - 
wherever there is ample room. Wood 
floors are best, but not always available. 
In summer, many square dances nre 
held outdoors.

WHAT I LIKE 
ABOUT SQUARE DANCING 
By Raymond Gosselin 


This is such a vast subject that I 
cannot begin to share with you the 
many insights that І have received on 
the benefits of square dancing. I cannot 
write enough to cover so many facets of 
this most rewarding activity. I will 
editorialize (if you can describe it so) on 
some aspects of square dancing from a 
perspective different from that which 
you may have read about before. 

Some writers refer to the "spirit" of 
square dancing. I'll share with you опе 
of the many facets that I have seen 
radiated so brilliantly in the faces of so 
many dancers. 

Does square dancing change people? 
Some close friends haye shared with me 
how much square dancing has changed 
them. Before, they may have been 
typed among the wallflowers: intro- 
verted, unhappy, shy, reclusive, or even 
dour. But square dancing has changed 
them so much that one can almost use 
the biblical term "born again" because 





of the wholly (holy = whole) different 
persons that they have become. 

Now, I ask you! How many snobbish 
square dancers do you know? So you 
think you may know one or two? Try 
talking and laughing with them while 
dancing in a square with them. You 
may be surprised how quickly you will 
change your mind about them. You 
can't be a snobbish square dancer, It’s 
a contradiction in terms. What other 
activity can you name that you can say 
that about? 

How does square dancing change so 
many people? I have many insights (as 
you may have also) as to how this may 
come about, be it the laughter, the 
music, the calling, touch (that’s right), 
exercise and health, mental well-being, 
the spirit of square dancing, the sharing 
or cooperation that occurs in a square, 
released inhibitions, etc, etc. (I could go 
on and on, but I have neither the time 
or space. Іт too busy square and 
round dancing.) 

So why do we lose so many members 
from year to year? There is a life out-

I believe that there are large 
differences between each of the dance 
programs. À move to the next 
program should be made after con- 
sidering what the current program has 
to offer and what you hope to gain at 
the new program. 

At the Mainstream program, dancers 
want to forget about their problems at 
work and home and have an enjoyable 
evening of dancing and socializing. While 
they don't want boring choreography, 
they also don't want to be challenged by 
using every call from every possible 
position. They know how to dance calls 
because they have done them many times 
from those same positions. 

The Plus program is Mainstream 
plus 30 or so calls. The Mainstream 
calls may be used from extra positions, 
and the Plus dancer expects a few 
puzzles every now and then. 

At the Advanced program, dancers 
nre first introduced to concepts - global 
modifiers of how a call works. Doing 
calls like As Couples, Recycle requires a 
different way of thinking about the 
underlying call. One has to know the 
rules and be able to execute according 
to the rules instead of by flow or feel. 

The Cl program introduces 
phantoms requiring dancers to 
perform the eall according to the 
definition without all of the required 
people being there. From a trade by 


formation, the cal] Triple Box, Square 
Thru has the center four dancers do a 
normal Square Thru while the ends 
have to do the Square Thru working 
with the phantoms they are facing. 1f 
you aren't too sure of square thru and 
rely on others pulling you through, the 


phantoms won't be ^ Mie ecl much assistance. 
In addition, at C1, the rules of the game 
change. Dancers nre here for the 
puzzle-solving experience. The caller is 
expected to try to trick the dancers. 

] think of C2 as more of the same 
ns Cl. More concepts are introduced, 
and more ways to use phantoms are 
introduced. In addition, doing calls in 
distorted formations (for example, Once 
Removed) starts in C2. А lot of 
dancers decide that C2 is the right 
program for them. 

Until C3 was divided into C3-A and 
C3-B, it was a very hard level to attain. 
It has lots of calls and concepts. With 
the two halves to C3, there is a 
stepping stone. However, it is still a big 
jump. Part of the problem is that you 
are expected to be good at C2 and Cl, 
etc. The caller often uses calls and 
concepts from the earlier programs in a 
C3 fashion. If your foundation isn't 
very good, you will have to spend some 
of the time learning C3 and some of the 
time re-learning everything you know. 

C4 (or as I divide it up, C3X, C4A, 
and C4B) make up the rest of Challenge 
dancing. While it isn't "anything goes," 
there are a lot of calls and concepts to 
learn. ]t is supposed to be difficult. 
Believe me, there are enough tools 
available at C4 to make it difficult 
enough that you need paper and pencil! 

Figure out which dance program 
sounds like the correct. one for you. If 
your goal is C2, try learning everything 
below C2 as well as you can so that you 
won't have to re-learn it at C2. There is 
no rush. As in a lot of things, hard work 
can make up for a lack of natural ability.

Browsing through an issue of 
Modern Maturity, 1 came upon an 
interesting article entitled "Trumping 
Father Time." It reviewed a recent 
study conducted at Scripps College in 
Claremont, California. Fifty bridge 
players were compared to 50 non- 
players (between ages 55 and 91) on 
tasks measuring working memory, 
reasoning, reaction time and vocabu- 
lary. Distinct differences were noted in 
memory and reasoning, ‘though not in 
reaction time or vocabulary. Inasmuch 
as working memory and reasoning are 
involved in playing bridge, while 
reaction time and vocabulary are not, it 
was hypothesized that playing bridge 
might be an excellent way to enhance 
cognitive performance. 

However, the same authors 
conducted another study on the rela- 
tionship between exercise and those 
same cognitive abilities. Guess what!!! 
The group that exercised performed 
significantly better on tests which 
measure reasoning, working memory 
and reaction time - all aspects of brain 
function. Remember, bridge had no effect.

on reaction time. The authors believe 
these findings support the theory that 
“exercise may help to forestall 
degenerative changes in the brain 
associated with normal aging.” 

Author Clarkson-Smith encourages 
playing bridge, doing crossword puzzles, 
learning computerese, etc; such 
activities may slow the rate of normal 
decline. But for a really sharp mind, 
readers are encouraged to take part in 
physical exercise as well. 

] couldn't help but associate all of 
the above with square dancing. How 
many activities can you think of which 
combine mental calisthenics with safe 
physical exercise and are as much fun 
as our form of dance? This article 
confirms my long-held belief that we do 
not capitalize sufficiently on the fitness 
potential of our activity when we 
promote square dancing - particularly in 
view of the average age at which folks 
tend to join us. This may be a useful 
tool in helping us recruit new dancers 
this fall. Just food for thought.

* Why do people square dance? We 
mentioned some reasons under "what." 
Another reason is that couples can 
dance together rather than participating 
in separate hobbies. Others are 
attracted by the square dancers' agree- 
ment not to partake of alcohol before or 
during a dance. A dancer feels 
confident that the others in the square 
are working together to complete the 
calls for the maximum enjoyment of all. 
* How does one get inio square dancing? 
September is designated Square Dance 
Month; classes usually begin at this 
time of year. In some areas, classes 
also start in January. For most club 
square dancing, it's necessary to take 


basic lessons. 

Many areas have a program called 
Community Square Dancing, which 
non-dancers may attend. 


These answers are very general and 
are geared lo club square dancing. 
Local information, which should be 
available from your local publications, 
needs to be added. Historical informa- 
lion is available from several sources, 
including Hoedown Heritage from 
American Squaredance Magazine and 
The History of Square Dancing Hand- 
book from The Lloyd Shaw Foundation. 

Places to dance, either locally or when 
traveling, are in the National Square 
Dance Directory, which annually lists 
over 10,000 square dance clubs.

to rejoin and become involved, even in a 

small way. Just to be part of a club 

where you can socialize with others is 
well worth the cost of club dues. 

What other ways can dancers 
improve their participation for the 
dance season? Try to go out and dance 
to callers that you are not familiar with. 
Don't just rely on "word of mouth." 
Callers, like dancers, have their off 
nights also. Make a point to support 
some of the up-and-coming callers, part 
of the future of our activity in New 
England. How about attending a dance 
where a new cuer is cueing for the 
evening? ‘Travel with your club on 
banner raids. 

If you have never been a club officer, 
consider taking a position. Try helping 
out with refreshments once in awhile. 

You will come to find out that all of 
this is not earth-shattering. It will not 
upset your lives; you might even find 
that you like being involved. 

Have you ever been an angel for a 
beginner class? Try thanking all of 
the wonderful dancers who have been 
doing all of these things, plus more, 
for many years just to ensure the 
safety of our activity. 

How can callers change their outlook 
for this season? First of all, try 


attending some dances in your area 
when you have a free night. Be open- 
minded when you dance to another 
caller; you might pick up some inter-

Try traveling with your club; they 
would love to have you along for an 
evening of enjoyment. 

If you have been calling for several 
years, sit down and truthfully admit 
that some areas of your calling need 
work. Try planning your dance before 
you call it. Take time to review before 
teaching a beginners class. 

Support. your local callers' associ- 
ation. If its still there, it's because 
dedicated callers have been meeting on 
Sunday afternoons to make sure it exists. 

This year, get to know your class 
students, make them feel wanted. Get 
to know your club members, let them 
know that you appreciate their support. 

As for cuers, much of what was 
mentioned for callers can also apply to 
them as well. Dance to another cuer.

For several years, we've wondered whether 
the days the New England Square and Round 
Convention are scheduled should be altered.

How would the cost to put on the Conven- 
tion be impacted and what might happen to the 
altendance fee? 

These questions and many more have to be 
taken into account, but they should not be the 
driving force behind setting the days the Con- 
vention should be held that would allow maxi- 
mum exposure to the maximum number of 
dancers, Maybe no changes should be made. 
We would like to hear from you, the people who 
attend the Convention. Give us your opinion. 

But whatever you do, don't miss the 1992 
Convention in Manchester, New Hampshire. 
Start informing the new dancers about the 
upcoming Convention. 

We often miss out on opportunities to in- 
form new dancers on the many facets of our 
hobby. Last year a suggestion was made that 
we should offer the magazine ona trial basis to 
new dancers. Give them a feel for the entire 
activity. Let them know about all the week- 
ends, trips and other special events that square 
and round dancers have available to them. We 
gave the concept some hard thought and we 
will make the magazine available for a short 
subscription period. See the form on page 41.

PRAIRIE SKIRT 


I have had a request for ideas on 
"prairie skirts." The last few years, a 
lot of women have been wearing them, 
and why not? Isn't that what they 
wore so many years ago at an "old 
fashioned" picnic or the party after a 
barn-raising? I like them very much, 
and when you wear jeans all week 
long it’s nice to get dressed in 
something feminine but casual. 

There are so many styles to choose 
from, and depending on your choice of 
material it can be casual or very dressy. 
Your basic prairie skirt is usually made 
of denim with a white cotton petticoat 
sometimes showing just a little below 
your skirt. 

One style I 
have made is a 
regular waist- 
band with a 
gathered skirt 
that buttons 
down the front. 
Just inside the 
front panel I 
inserted white eyelet material; this also 
buttons down the front. I button the full 
length of the eyelet and button the skirt. 
part down to my knees, allowing the 
eyelet to show as a slip. This skirt was 
made with light blue chambray. 

Another style that is very pretty is 
McCall's® pattern #3324. This has a 
dropped "V" waist yoke and a skirt either 
full-gathered or pleated into the yoke, 
with side seam pockets, and another style 
skirt that is fitted and flares at the 
bottom. (Let me 
just note that if 
you have large 


Sew eyelet to facing 
of button front 





not for you; it 
will ride up your 
hips and you will 
be pulling at the sides, as it is a fitted 
yoke.) When you are making the yoke, it 





is very important to "stay stitch" the 
bottom of the "V" part of the yoke, then 
snip it in the seam allowances at angles 
to the "V" so when you press toward the 
yoke you will not have a lump of material 
at the point of the "V". I usually top 
stitch the yoke with a "saddle stitch" or 
use a double needle and two threads 
after the skirt is attached. The "double 
needle" is two needles coming from one 
shank. If your 


machine does zig- Р 
таё, then you can na 
use this type 


needle; use your 

paar fot nd 
the zig-zag throat 

plate. The purpose of this needle is to 
give you an even double stitch instead of 
trying to match up two rows of stitching. 
Note: When coming to a corner, one 
needle is just slightly longer than the 
other. Place the longer needle just 
slightly into the material and lift the 
pressure foot and turn the material; let 
the pressure foot down. If the needle 
should twist, lift the needle back up 
before you start sewing. 

I have a hint: When putting in a 
zipper, press your seam allowances 
open, using "wonder 
under, which is a 
double fusible web. 
Cut a thin piece of it 
the length of your 
zipper. Iron it on the 
right side of zipper, 
paper toward the iron, Pull the paper 
away and place the zipper in the 
zipper opening; press. Now you can 
sew without any pins, and material 
will not stretch. On one skirt I made 
from this pattern, I used denim for the 
yoke with white lace over the denim 
and for the bottom 1 chose a blue cotton 
with a flower lace print. I also made a

Dear Readers: 

Three riders on horseback were crossing 
a desert one night when suddenly a voice 
out of a cloud said, "Halt and dismount!" 

The men jumped down from their horses. 
Then the voice said, "Now reach into the 
riverbank and grab some stones and place 
them into your saddlebags." The men 
complied very quickly; they were afraid. 

Then the voice said, "Now, re-mount 
your horses and ride away; and tomorrow 
when you remember this event, it will be 
both the happiest and the saddest day of 
your lives." 

Well, the men didn't wait to figure that 
one out, They jumped back on their horses 
and rode away.

On October 19, EDSARDA will have 
their annual "Management Information 
Forum." I highly recommend that you go. 
Many important subjecta will be discussed. 
Now is the time for many of us to make up 
for lost chances. Now is the time to stand 
up, take notice of the entire square dance 
situation in New England, and be counted. 

At the Forum, find out if "The Great- 
est Management Principle In The World" 
ів being used.

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management principle (GMP) states: "The 
things that get rewarded get done." 

But how does that relate to our activity? 
It is quite simple. First, take a good look at 
your own situation, whether as a club 
dancer, caller or cuer. Perhaps you are a 
dancer unaffiliated with a club. What type 
of behavior do you observe? If you are a 
club member, are you or others "rewarded" 
from the club for your outstanding 
contributions to the running of the club? 
Since square dance clubs are non-profit, we 
can't expect you to be rewarded in the form 
of money, but perhaps you could have some 
time out of the kitchen or from behind the 
treasurer's desk to dance а tip or two. 

How does your club reward new gradu- 
ates? If we reward them with dancing that 
is comfortable with their current level upon 
completion of class, what will be their 
behavior? A good majority of them don't 
come back after graduation, Perhaps we 
are not giving them the right reward. If we 
cater to their needs for 6 to 7 months of the 
year and then finally make them feel 
welcomed into the club, only to "reward" 
them with more calls to learn and more 
two-hour workshops, what type of behavior 
should we expect? 

Please keep in mind that this isn't a 
"club only" situation I am describing. 
Callers as leaders need to recognize how to 
properly reward their dancers in order to 
trigger desired behavior. Happy dancers 
who stay in the activity are desired 
behavior, aren't they?

Square dancing, like anything else in 
life, has the same giant mismatch when it 


comes to behavior The mismatch is 
between the behavior that ia needed and 
the behavior that is rewarded. 

If a cert sin caller continuously calle too 
fast or tries to break down the squarea, but 
is told that his/her way of calling is fun, 
then we are simply rewarding the wrong 
type of behavior. This is not healthy for 
square dancing. 

If we are to shape the future of square 
dancing in the 90's here in New England, we 
will all need to learn how to reward each 
other for behavior that will benefit all. The 
EDSARDA Management Forum is a great 
place to start, Dedicated leaders will be 
trying to find new ways to enrich the activity, 
We will all need to work smarter, not harder. 

The next time you notice some type of 
behavior that you feel is harmful to the 
activity, ask yourself, "What type of reward 
is being given out?" What would you like to 
see changed? Stand up! Speak out! Voice 
your opinion, but please do it tactfully. If 
done in а harsh manner, it will simply fall 
on deaf ears; harsh criticism is not the type 
of reward that you want to give out. lf you 
must criticize, always criticize the action, 
not the person. 

"The future belongs to those who prepare 
for it" Are we willing to work together for 
the benefit of all? How will we work smarter 
to enhance our reward system? Only time 
will tell, but that, my friends, without а 
positive effort, may be a very long time...

OF THE SQUARE DANCE ACTIVITY 


1991 NATIONAL 
ORGANIZATION DINNER 

During the National Convention in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, chairmen and 
representatives of national square 
dance organizations met for an informal 
planning session. Attending were Dave 
Fisher and Mary Adams from Single 
Square Dancers USA; Earl & Joy Hoyt, 
United Square Dancers of America; Art 
Harvey from Contralab; Ralph & Joan 
Collipi, chairmen, and Doc & Peg 
Tirrell, executive  secretaries, 
ROUNDALAB; Mae & Len Sprosty, 
National S/D Campers Association; Stan 
& Cathie Burdick, Legacy. 

These meetings were instituted by 
Legacy to seek ways in which national 
organizations may complement each 
other and work cooperatively. Next 
year the meeting will be expanded in 
time and called a "Summit" meeting. A 
project to pursue for the betterment of 
square dancing and its annual national 
showcase was suggested unanimously 
by those attending this year. 

Each organizational representative 
reported on major new projects or goals. 
SSDUSA's goal is increased recruitment 
and promotion of singles, with 
recognition of singles' programs. They 
are involved in BM/ASCAP discussions.

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ROUNDALAB offers an educational 
program to leaders and dancers, and 
now has a membership classification for 
cuers as well as teachers.

USDA has a plan to secure 
BMYASCAP licensing for those not 
covered elsewhere. They are developing 
a strong program aimed at youth and 
are working to gain recognition at 
national conventions.

One айе that keeps coming back 
in conversations with dancers is "DBD," 
or Dance-By-Definition. The term "APD," 
or All-Position-Dancing, is also used to 
mean the same thing - but hardly anyone 
agrees on what either term means. 

Dancers often ask callers to do more 
DBD in their workshops. Callers 
regularly use the term in advertising 
their programs. 

I think I know what CALLERLAB 
meant when they created both terms 
because I was there when it happened. 
But what's really important is what 
happens when dancers and callers use 
the terms in talking with each other 
about club dance or workshop programs. 

Dance-By-Definition should probably 
be Teach-By-Definition, As an example: 
The definition of the call Scoot Back 
calls for the In-facing people (in a wave) 
to step ahead. They then use the hands 
that meet to turn each other 180° and 
return to the position vacated by the 
person who was beside them. That per- 
son runs into the space the in-facer 
vacated. From a left-handed wave the 
turn is left-handed and the run is to 


the left. 

I doubt that many of you learned the 
left-handed version of Scoot Back in 
class. In fact, many of you have 
experienced Scoot Back almost always 
as а call in which four boys or four girls 
made the turn in the center, 

An equally legitimate set-up would 
have two boys and two girls turning the 
opposite sex in the center, Using that 
set-up even at a PLUS dance is likely to 
produce some breakdown. Using the 
left-handed set up will produce nearly 
complete breakdown - and this is a 
MAINSTREAM call. 

My experience says that a little DBD 
goes a very long way with most dancers. 
Even if I workshop the left-handed 
Scoot Back, those people will break 
down when they hear it again six 
months later unless I keep on using it 
regularly. If 1 tried for regular use of 
that - and all the other variations that 
I workshop in a season - I would have 
to run six-hour dances. Certainly, 
anyone who missed a week would be 
out of luck.

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T are у that leisure time has 
declined from 26.2 hours to 16.6 hours 
per week over the past 15 years. This 
crunch of leisure time has forced most 
people to change their priorities. 

In the reshuffling of how Americans 
spend the hours left after work and 
family responsibilities, it is interesting 
to note that there is little left for the 
leisure marketplace. The 3796 drop in 
free time is reflected in the loss for 
nearly every leisure activity where 
attendance is reported down. 

Leisure time pressures have affected 
memberships in organizations and 
attendance at events, There appears to 
be a broad range of movement. Some 
activities have registered increases: 
Museum-going is up 14%, movie-going 
9%, classical record-buying 2%. 

Other activities, particularly live 
performances and those activities 
involving participation, show significant 
decreases; Dance is down 14%, theater 
25%, pop and classical concerts 36%, 
and opera 38%, The key reasons people 
have expressed for not attending live 
performances more often include; ticket 
prices, 60%; lack of time, 59%; and lack 
of performance, 57%. Most prefer 
performances of plays and musicals 
where they live, at reasonable prices.

What I believe dancers are saying to 
me when they ask for DBD is, "Teach me 
well enough so that I don't break down 
when another caller uses the call 
differently!" Unfortunately, I can't do 
that. There are millions of ways to use 
the calls on the PLUS list and no matter 
which I taught, any caller could easily 
find another that I had not taught. 

Some callers seem to enjoy calling 
things that cause breakdown, Some 
callers also call so badly that dancers 
cannot even do the variations they 
know how to do. No teacher can 
prepare you to win that contest. 

What I can do is teach you the 
definition in class and every time 1 
workshop a call. I can also show you

more than one set-up for using that call. 
In this way you can learn how the rule 
applies in different situations. Dancers 
who learn this way are much more 
likely to succeed with unusual set-ups 
than dancers who learn only one set-up 
for the calls they know. 

The test ] urge on my classes is: 
When your square breaks down, look 
around. If yours is the only one broken, 
you probably blew it. If half the floor or 
more is broken down, the caller blew it. 

Learning how to dance calls from 
many set-ups is much more difficult. 
than learning limited ways to do new 
calls, Most dancers don't want to work 
that hard at their dancing. When you 
ask callers for DBD, be careful. They 
might give it to you.

thread in the bobbin. I usually divide 
my material into quarters so that I do 
not put too much tension on this one 
thread. Now pull up the gathers, gently 
pulling the bobbin thread. 

Your pattern will have diamonds or 
dots that you have to match. NOTE: 
Your patterns have numbers next (о your 
diamonds (e.g. > 2 to the matching > 2 on 
the other piece of pattern) that you put 
together. For the beginner this may be 
easier to match with numbers in case 
you don't cut your diamonds out 
perfectly. On the 3-tiered skirt you may 
choose matching calico prints or 
gradually larger size prints. To 
embellish your skirt, you can use rick- 
rack, ribbon, or lace. 

You may already have a full skirt 
pattern with a suggested skirt width at 
the bottom of 90" to 107". You can 
adjust the skirt length and ad add a long 
ruffle 9" wide E

Prairie skirts for the total effect are 
worn with a western blouse or prairie 
blouse and western boots, The skirt 
length is just. a bit longer than the tops 
of the boot.

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TOM RIDING HONORED ON SEMI-RETIREMENT 


Tom Riding’s interest in square 
dancing began in the early 1940s. At 
that time he was heavily involved with 
the YMCA as one of the directors of 
the Maine State YMCA and also as a 
member of the Young Men's Council of 
the YMCA. This was a group of 
young men from around the United 
States who were working on getting 
the YMCA to become more family 
oriented and expand their programs to 
activities other than just gym and 
swimming. There were state confer- 
ences and periodic national] ones 
throughout the country. 

While servirig on the National Council 
and as National Chairman in the early 
40s, Tom found out that a number of 
"Y's" around the United States were 
sponsoring square dances. They had the 
facilities and groups to draw on.

After the Sanford YMCA moved into 
the town hall annex (which had been a 
Masonic Temple), they tried square 
dancing by bringing in a live orchestra 
and caller from Portland. This was 
more or less eastern style dancing with 
contras and squares as done in many 
grange halls throughout Maine and 
New Hampshire. This caught the 
imagination of Tom and his wife Joyce 
as an activity which was fun to do and 
provided some exercise and friendship 
without the need for classes or mental 
gymnastics that Tom used every day 
in his daily employment as a textile 





designer. It was something refreshing 
that the whole family could enjoy. 

There were no classes in those days; 
you attended a dance and learned as 
the dance progressed and had fun all at. 
the same time. 

Tom is no longer 
treasurer of the 
Rhode Island Round 
Dance Teachers 
Association, but he is 
still a member. As a 
member of 
NECORTA since 
1972, he is now 
treasurer for the 
second time around 
and also treasurer of 
CO-OP, holding other 
offices as well. 

In addition to serv- 
ing on the Providence 
Convention Com- 
mittee in 1973 and 1974, he served again 
in 1985 and 1986 as Round Dance Cuers 
Registration Chairman. 

After Joyce died in February 1984, 
Tom continued his activities with 
square and round dancing. Dick Doyle 
gave up teaching rounds in 1983 
shortly after his wife died. The 
Ridings danced with him for 21 years. 

Having been a charter member of 
ROUNDALAB and one of two New 
England round dance leaders at the 
organizational meeting in Memphis in 
October 1977, Tom is still! a member,

CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 


Clark

Last summer Miriam and I visited 
Japan, For half the trip we were 
tourists and for half the trip I called. 
This was our first time in Japan and 
my first time away from North 
America. We spent the whole time in 
Tokyo. There is lots to talk about, but 
I want to focus on the part of the trip 
related to Challenge dancing. 

I was hired by the CIC (Callers 
Importing Company), a group of C4 
dancers who organized the dances and 
made sure that the expenses were 
covered, I called an easy C4 dance, 
two hard C4 dances (did they know 
what they were asking for?), and two 
C3B dances. 

The first dance was the easy C4 on 
Friday night. There were two squares 
at the dance. I recognized about half 
the people from National Advanced 
and Challenge Conventions over the 
last several years. It was nice to see 
Chuck & Betsy Berry again. They 
have been living in Japan for over a 
year now. 

The equipment was all set up, so I 
got out my material and started 
calling; All of the material was 
prepared beforehand. All of the 
calling was in English, The dancers’ 
knowledge of conversational English 
varied from good to none at all. 
However, they could dance what I was 
calling! At first it seemed a little 
strange to me to be able to say, 
"Heads Split Square Thru, On 3 
Random Crazy Міх," and have them 
do it while knowing that if I asked, 
"Where's the bathroom?" they wouldn't 
know what I was saying. However, I 
just called what I had prepared and

If evils come not, then our fears are vain; and if they do, fear but augments the pain. 


they danced it. 

The hard C4 dances had exactly 
one square, The dancers were very 
good and danced well together. They 
are only able to workshop together 
several times a year since some are 
from Tokyo (think "Boston") and some 
from Nara (think "Washington DC"). 
My hardest material would momentar- 
ily stump them, but they usually 
figured it out. It would be a pleasure 
to dance in their square anytime. 

On Sunday I called 6 1/2 hours of 
СЗВ to 4 squares. I believe that 
some of the dancers were new to that 
level. І know that I am not the 
recommended caller for first-time 
dancers at any level. Also, fewer of 
the C3 dancers had been to the States 
and danced to American callers. 
While the C4 dancers workshop tapes 
of my dances, I don't believe that this 
was true of the C3 dancers. The C3B 
dances were difficult. Some of the 
time I used C3A material. I believe 
that the dancers had fun. There was 
a lot of discussion going on during the 
breaks and, along with some walk- 
thrus, 1 think that they learned a lot. 

During the break between dances, 
I visited a Mainstream club which met 
in the same building. 1 watched a 
Plus tip, some rounds and the 
beginning of a Mainstream tip, all 
called by Japanese callers. I wish 1 
had a chance to dance with them. 

It costs a lot of money to bring 
callers to Japan. This is reflected in the 
dance fees. For my dances, the dance 
fee was 4,000 yen per person for a C3B 
dance and 10,000 yen per person for a

I read recently an article in the 
magazine Dancing USA. It was not 
written by a teacher/instructor. The 
article did not even refer to line/solo 
dancing. But it did give hints and 
suggestions from a student of dance 
which could apply to our favorite 
pastime of line dancing. I will 
paraphrase it for you, as it is most 
timely along with the advent of my 
NEW line dance book, Doc Longley’s 
Glossary of Line Dance Terms. 

The instructor should announce the 
level of dancing which he/she will teach. 
This will allow the students to 
anticipate whether they are ready to 
tackle this particular level of line 
dancing. Personally, I do not like to 
have beginners come into my Intermedi- 
ate or Advanced classes, Very few will 
make the adjustment. 

A title or name should be given for 
each routine. I find the term "BASIC 
# ONE" is far better to use than "the 
Hully Gully Step" or "step close step 
touch.” Everyone knows the "Charles- 
ton step," so let's use it. And so it goes 
for all the other 285 maneuvers. 

My new book will be in the book- 
shops by the time you read this edition 
of the Northeast Square Dancer. |t has 
over 285 line dance terms. Allow me to 
hasten to state that most of these terms 
come from round, folk, ballroom, ballet

The last element of dance on which 
I wish to comment is to make sure that 
style and technique are covered by the 
instructor, It is not excusable to use 
the old adage, "You can lead a horse to 
water, but you can't make him drink." 
I found on a recent trip to California 
that the Californians are using more 
style, and techniques were emphasized, 
more so than in the East. 

We are looking 
forward to greeting our friends, the 
Snobirds, back into our line dance 
classes here in Florida. Our first 
teachers' meeting will be held in 
Sarasota on November 10. Call me if 
there are any questions.

A CALLER'S VIEW 








Dear Dancers: 

I attended NECCA's Annual Clinic 
at the Sheraton-Lincoln Inn in 
Worcester in September and, as usual, 
was able to mingle with some of New 
England's top callers, enjoy a 
sumptuous meal, and attend not one 
but two excellent presentations. 

Bill Heyman (and Peggy), owners of 
Supreme Audio of New Jersey, came 
loaded with Microphones, Speakers, 
Stands, Cables, etc., and armed with 
the requisite knowledge to explain their 
function, mechanics, and proper usage 
to each of us - to those of us who have 
been calling since megaphones were in 
vogue and to those of us who have been 
calling for only a few months. Did you 
know that when the sound waves from 
two separnte speakers meet, or cross 
each other's path, instead of getting 
twice the sound - you don't get any 
sound!! Did you know that a speaker 
must be placed high enough and tilted 
forward far enough and driven loud 
enough for the dancers in the back of 
the hall to hear as well as the dancers 
in the front of the hall without hurting 
the ears of the front of the hall dancers? 
Do you know how high and how much 
tilt and how much volume is enough? 
Do you know how to get rid of all those 
little "pops" and "whistles" you get when 
using your microphone? Do you know 
how to make a caller with a slightly high- 
pitched voice sound richer and fuller? 
Bill told us the answers to these 
questions, and many others, at the 
Sheraton-Lincoln Inn - were you there? 


After our lunch we were treated to 
the wisdom of Vaughn Parrish - one of 
16 CALLERLAB Accredited Caller 
Coaches, a Kalox recording artist, and 
owner of the Parrish Ranch (a Square 
Dancer Resort Heaven in the mountains 
of Colorado). Vaughn placed a hoedown 
record ("Otto's Hoedown" on Buckskin 
Records) on the turntable and let it 
play until virtually everybody's right 
foot was tapping time with the music - 
then he asked: "Now, what's that 
make you want to do" In unison we 
all yelled "Dance"! Well, we got that 
part right so Vaughn continued by 
telling us that's how he picks his 
music - if it makes you want to dance 
he uses it - if it doesn't he doesn't. 
His philosophy is well worth sharing 
with dancers and callers alike. Simply 
stated Vaughn told us his job was to 
give the dancers good music and tell 
them they were going to dance to that 
music and he wasn't going to interfere 
with their dancing - he was just going 
to call some movements for them to do 
so they "wouldn't bump into each 
other". Vaughn's talent allows him a 
buge ego but if he has one it doesn't 
show - he just lets them dance and 
they keep coming back for more.

Even 
so, it represented a much larger share of 
the nearby population than most of our 
New England clubs could claim, The 
thing that struck me as we danced to 
Norm's carefully selected dance patterns 
and very professional delivery was how 
completely the dancers took him for 
granted. To them he is just the guy who 
lives at the end of Main Street and comes 
on Thursdays to call for them. 

To me, Norm is a leader of the square 
dance activity who has devoted 
thousands of hours and dollars to making 
the activity better for all who participate

worldwide. He was so highly respected 
by the callers in his state and those 
nearby that they put together a petition 
asking CALLERLAB members to elect 
him to the Board of Governors. His 
dedication and skills so impressed the 
Board that they elected him chairman. 
He doesn’t often travel outside the 
Midwest as a caller, and he isn't noted as 
8 "national" caller and festival star. He 
has just given the clubs within 500 miles 
of home an exceptionally fine brand of 
dancing for more than 30 years. 
Financially, 1 doubt that he does much 
better than break even each year, if that, 
from his calling. 

While Norm is unusual because of his 
term as CALLERLAB Chairman, there 
are many callers all over the world who 
make square dancing possible for 
thousands of dancers because they give 
uriselfishly of their time and resources, 
I suspect that dancers don't often notice 
what involvement callers have in the 
activity other than when they see them 
on-stage. Our visit with the Crosses 
reminded us that there are many whose 
contributions off-stage have helped to 
keep this activity healthy and available 
for all of us.

Holiday Spritz 


1 cup soft butter $4 
2/3 cup sugar "NS 

3 egg yolks Cz M. 
1 tap. rum flavoring 42 

2 1/2 cups unsifted flour 

Heat oven to 400° (med. hot). 

Mix well: butter, sugar, egg yolks, 
flavoring. Work flour in with hands, 
Tint dough with food coloring to light 
pastel shades. Force dough through a 
cookie press onto ungreased baking sheet 
in "S" shapes, rosettes, fluted bars, or 
other desired shapes. 

Bake 7 to 10 minutes until set but not 

brown, Glaze cooled cookies with Butter 
Rum Glaze. Makes about 6 dozen. 
Butter Rum Glaze: Melt 1/4 cup butter in 
saucepan. Blend in 1 cup sifted 
confectioners sugar and 1 tsp. rum 
flavoring. Stir in 1 to 2 TBSP hot water 
until glaze spreads smoothly. Tint glaze to 
match cookies.

SCHEDULING 
BEGINNER’S BALLS 
Dear Readers: 

With the month of November upon 
us, it is now the time of year that most 
clubs will be hosting "Beginner's Balls." 
Perhaps this year we might see a 
change in the way some clubs handle 
this dance within the framework of the 
entire nctiviLy. 

In some areas of New York and in 
other parts of the country, the dancer 
organization has a meeting with all of the 
representatives from the clubs. Together 
they sit down and make up a schedule of 
all the beginner's balls for that. particular 
area, By doing this, they avoid having 
too many beginner's balls on the same 
evening. This allows many of the clubs 
to travel with their classes to the other 
clubs in support of each other's beginner 
dances. For the most part, everyone 
agrees, and it seems to work out fine. If 
a club wants to have a special dance on a 
particular night, they check with the 
dancer organization to make sure that it 
does not conflict. with another club's 
special function. 


Around New England, certain areas 
do in fact practice this type of conformity 
between the clubs. To a certain extent, it 
works. However, there are other areas 
that cannot for one reason or another 
seem to "put the pieces of the puzzle 
together" when it comes to fairness in 
regards to pre-planning their dances. 

The beginner's balls would be a great 
place to start with this type of practice. 
Ihave heard many times from beginners 
that on certain nighis there were as 
many as three or four beginner's balls 
going on, while on other evenings there 
was not one dance to be had. In some 
cases, you will not be able to avoid 
having one or two different clubs having 
their beginner's balls on the same even- 
ing. That is to be expected, but if 
everyone worked together in different 
areas to make sure that an abundance 
of beginner dances do not fall on the 
same evening, most likely everyone 
would benefit. 

Let's face the facts. Unlike fifteen 
years ago, the class sizes are much 
smaller. Many clubs don't even have 
classes anymore. Many just give up 
because of poor turnout, year after year. 
И the activity is to survive in New 
England, everyone involved will have to 
begin to work together апа think 
smarter. It does not benefit anyone if 
we do not plan our objectives for the 
good of the beginner dance when it 
comes to programming our dances.

STITCH 'N TIME From page 18 
pattern, you can leave the top of the 
bandanna unpinned and try it on to fit. 
Have someone help you pin the back. 
When you trim away, remember to leave 
enough material to encase the elastic. 
Stitch from top to bottom. Measure 
the elastic around your waist. I have 
used both l/4-inch and l-inch wide 
elastic; it is up to you which you prefer. 
Turn under your allowed casing and 
stitch around, leaving a 1-inch opening. 
Thread your measured elastic through 
the casing and stitch elastic ends 
Logether. Now close the 1-inch opening. 
You can leave the hemline as is, but 
I like a finished look. I surge the edge 
and then roll it over and top-stitch. 
You now have an overlay to your 
dannas, and you'll have a different look. 
I usually wear a petticoat the color of the 
bandanna, and a white blouse. 
Remember, I told you to buy five 
bandannas; the fifth one is for your 
husband. Use a plain white shirt. Lay 
out your bandanna and cut out the 
largest design, being careful not to cut 
into the other symbols or designs. It 
helps a lot if he will put on the shirt so 
you can carefully pin or lightly mark 
where you want the design to be placed 
on the back of his shirt. Using Wonder 
Under, cut to the size of the design and 
follow pressing instructions on Wonder 
Under. Then cut out two of the smaller 
designs from the bandanna and center 
them in the front yokes of his shirt, again 
following manufacturer's directions. Let 
cool completely. 
Even though this is an adhesive, the 
edges will lift after several washings. To 
prevent this from happening, use a fabric

paint either in the color of the shirt or 
use a glitter color to make it stand out 
Make a bead line around ALL edges. 
Before you paint, put wax paper or card- 
board under the area so it will not bleed 
through, Lay flat and let dry completely. 

There will probably be a few smaller 
motifs in the bandanna. 1 hate to throw 
anything away. I cut out two of the 
medium size motifs; then using the same 
method, I adhere it to a piece of leather, 
using a press cloth over the leather. (You 
could use a thick piece of felt if leather is 
not available.) I also use the fabric paint 
to give it а finished look. Cut out the 
leather about 1/4 inch wider than the 
motif, but following the shape of the 
motif. At your craft stores they sell bar 
pins like those on your badge. Hot glue 
one onto the back of the leather, Let cool 
completely. You now have a pin for you 
and a bolo for him. They also sell the 
bolo backs and ties, if he'd prefer that. If 
you look carefully, you may even see & 
pair of earrings in the scrap material. 
Follow the directions for the pin and 
either hot glue stud earring or punch & 
small hole and use wire hoops. 

Let your imagination run wild and 
have fun creating all sorts of bandanna 
projects. They are available at most 
stores. Tandy Leather has a very large 
selection of them, and they also sell 
jewelry backings. 

Please feel free to send me your ideas 
on using bandannas or any other helpful 
hints.

and subsequently all the different 
segments that go to make up square 
dancing's support system. 

Much has been accomplished in 
those two decades, and one of the most 
ambitious undertakings has been to 
bring together chairmen and represent- 
atives of all the National Organi- 
zations for an informal sharing 
session. These were initiated five 
years ago as a "coffee gathering" and 
progressed to an informal dinner 
meeting held at the National Square 
Dance Convention, which is described 
as the showcase of the activity and 
capably directed by members of the 
National Executive Committee. 

Now LEGACY International pro- 
poses to expand that meeting in time 
and content in order that the organ- 
izations may strive to work more closely 
together - to complement each other 
rather than work as fragmented 
entities. This would be called the 
Summit Meeting of the square dance 
activity. For the 1992 meeting in 
Cincinnati, this will be planned and 
directed by Kay & Pres Minnick, Chair- 
man of LEGACY International Inc, 

The Minnicks have been square 
dancing for 22 years, round dancing 
for 13 years, and have performed round 


dance exhibitions all across the country 
and in Denmark and Russia and at 6 
National Square Dance Conventions 
with "Jim's Dandies" team. 

Pres & Kay have served in almost 
every capacity, including being 
presidents of both the Denver Council 
and the Colorado State Association and 
since 1972 have served a total of 12 
years on the Executive Boards. They 
were named to both Denver's Square 
Dance "Hall of Fame" and to "Who's 
Who in American Square Dancing" in 
1983. They became LEGACY trustees 
in 1981, actively serving on several 
committees. "They have attended 18 
National Conventions, where they have 
participated on several leadership 
panels and in the fashion show. 

Both of them are active in 
community affairs, and Kay has been 
involved in numerous volunteer 
activities. Pres has been honored by 
Rotary International as a "Paul Harris 
Fellow." Both were given àn Honorary 
Lifetime Membership in the Associated 
Alumni of the University of Colorado for 
efforts on behalf of the school.

'The time should have come by now for 
many of us to wake up and realize that 
we need to work together for the good of 
all. In unity there is strength, Only 
within this unity will all clubs benefit 
in the long run. 

Another way clubs (caller- or dancer- 
run) can help each other out is by cutting 
down on the number of beginner's balla 
they hold. In one area of New England 
in particular, one club holds five, yes, five 
beginner's balls in one year. That is 
ridiculous. There is no need to have that 
many beginner's balls for one club in one 
dance season, Why do they do it? To 
attract bigger crowds to their dances 
because their regular dances for one 
reason or another don't quite do it. 

With the number of beginner's dances 
increasing each year, and class sizes 
shrinking, everyone is grabbing for a 
smaller piece of the pie. By holding too 
many beginner dances, you are unjustly 
taking advantage of the class dancer, 
There are many beginner balls for the 
class dancers to choose from; no club or 
caller should expect to undermine the 
intelligence of the class student for their 
own personal gain. 

Are we becoming like retail stores, 
always inventing some new gimmick in 
order to entice the customer to come to 
their places of business? Are we 
competing with ourselves at the expense 
of the class dancer? When you think 
about it, who is the most vulnerable in 
square dancing? It is usually the class 
dancer who has not had the experience 
of belonging to a club or serving on its 
executive buard, seeing how the club 
operates. Are these the people we 
want to manipulate, either consciously 
or subconsciously? I don't think so. 

What is wrong if all clubs can plan

their class dances and support each 
other by trayeling to and from? The 
excuse that “there just aren’t many 
class dances around" will not suffice. 
There are more class dances now than 
there ever were. Years ago, each club 
held one class dance. Each and 
everyone (for the most part) supported 
each other. With so many class dances, 
we have put our potential new dancers 
at risk by listening to callers who do not 
use professional judgment when calling 
2 beginners ball. How many times have 
you heard that "So-and-So" called 
"Relay the Deucey" or "Load the Boat" 
at the beginner's dance? 

By having too many beginner's 
dances, are we shooting ourselves in the 
foot by perhaps turning off the class 
dancers before they graduate? Is this 
the kind of "taste" we want to give them 
in order to whet their appetites? This 
type of experience does not happen all 
the time, but it bappens more than you 
would think. 

Beginner's Balla should be fun and 
exciting experiences for the class 
dancer, supported by the club. 1 
should not be a time for some 
inexperienced caller to try and be "cute" 
with his/her choreography. Clubs which 
allow this type of behavior should put 
an end to it immediately. Why is this 
happening? There are many reasons. 
One is that many of the more 
experienced callers are not teaching for 
clubs because they're not the cheapest. 
(But that is another story.) 

This year let's all work together to 
keep the beginner's balls fun and excit- 
ing for the class student, When we 
finally learn that we must all work 
together, everyone within the activity will 
benefit. Let's give thanks this month to 
sound judgment and positive objectives.

Bits and Pieces 





Every once in a while, new thoughts 
about what we can do in the magazine 
emerge. Sometimes we can react posi- 
tively to the idea, sometimes not, Here's 
one we are going to try. Beginning Janu- 
ary, a section of the dance listing will be 
upcoming dances that new dancers can 
attend. The dances will be listed as far in 
the future as we can allow. We hope that 
clubs will svail themselves of this new 
service and pass the infomation on to the 
new dancers. We hope that with this 
service clubs will work towards not sched- 
uling "Class Dances", *Blast Offs" or "Be- 
ginners Balls" on the same night in the 
same geographic area. The goal would be 
to spread these dates out, thereby allow- 
ing the new dancer a better chance at 
getting to more dances as they step out 
into the square and round dance world, 
This will succeed only if your club sends in 
its information. We know it’s a bit late to 
start this, but better late then never. Next 
season, the listing will begin in October 
and continue through the last beginner 
dance of the season. So mark your calend- 
ers, and remember to send in your new 
dancer dance dates now and early next 
season. 

To club programmers, we offer a sug- 
gestion. When you request dates from 
callers and cuers for possible bookings, 
please get back to them justas soon as you 
have made a decision as to whether or not 
you will hire them and what dates you 


have selected. Very often callers and 
cuers hold dates for clubs and then they 
have to try and second-guess what that 
club might do when asked for dates by yet 
other clubs, This can lead to double book- 
ings or no bookings at all. Don’t make 
callers or cuers hold dates longer than 
absolutely necessary. 

We've received comments about the 
1992 CO-OP Directory that was in the 
August issue. Some good, some bad, The 
format for listing clubs was changed this 
year. It was discussed with Bill & Norma 
Barker and they thought it would be worth 
trying. We would like your opinions about 
this change. Clubs had been listed by the 
location where they danced. If you didnot 
know aclub danced, you had to search the 
directory for that particular club, This 
year, the clubs are listed alphabetically, 
and following that listing, by dance loca- 
tion. Is this type of listing worth the 
additional space Laken in the directory or 
not? Let us know. 

Here we are at the end of another 
calendar year, and right smack dab in the 
middle of the square and round dance 
"year." We've been receiving some feed- 
back that several clubs have an increase 
in class size this year and increased atten- 
dance at their dances. To those clubs with 
thegood news, congratulations. You don't 
get increases in anything without hard 
work. Keepit up. To those clubs who have 
not seen this happen, talk with a club that 
has gains this year and find out what they 
did. It just might work for you.

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HOWARD HOGUE: 1909-1991 
"Mr. Square Acres" dies September 28 at Daytona Beach, Florida 


Born in Kansas of pioneer stock, 
Hogie returned from France at the 
end of World War II and married 
Marion Keith of East Bridgewater, 
Massachusetts. At a square dance, 
they met Charlie & Bertha Baldwin, 
and a dream was born. 

Hogie and Charlie pioneered the 
Great Square Dance Movement in 
New England with their combination 
of eastern and western style square 
dancing. They hosted the first 
square dance ever held at Boston 
Garden. Together they were among 
the founders of the New England 
Caller and charter members of Old 
Colony Callers and Teachers, among 
many other firsts. They remained 
life-long friends. 

While building many houses in 
the area, Hogie and his long-time 
friend Johnnie Lincoln built Square 
Acres for square dancing on land 
owned by Marion on Robbin’s Pond, 
and his dream came true. Opening 
in 1953, Square Acres hosted 
thousands of dancers and campers 
from all over the U.S. Over the 
years it became the largest Square 
Dance Barn in New England, if not 
in the country. Thousands of 
beginners were taught to dance by 





our great staff of callers; and top 
callers from all over the country 
called on Loy Hall stage every 
Saturday night. 

Hogie and Edith Murphy originated 
the Promenade Shop, later owned and 
operated by Bob Trochsler and Merle 
Silva, which so ably served both callers 
and dancers. They also began the well- 
known Round Dance program with 
Freddie & Georgie Bunker, which 
continued with the Merolas, the Ire- 
lands, the Mathieus and last but far 
from least, with Don and Hope Sargent. 

Unfortunately, Square Acres was 
forced to close with the Christmas 
dance on December 22, 1979, with the 
one and only Frannie Heintz calling. 
Hogie & Marion said a last farewell to 
friends and dancers after nearly 27 
years, with his familiar closing: "For 
more and better square dancing." 

Howard Hogue did not choose to be 
а common man; and when he "retired" 
to Florida in 1986, he set up a 
furniture business. Hogue's of Holly 
Hill was noted for its quality furniture 
and well-loved proprietor. He was at 
his work bench, as always, when he 
suffered that final stroke. 

He will be sorely missed.

TIIE IMPORTANCE OF 
BEGINNER'S CLASSES 
Dear Readers: 

Last month 1] spoke about 
associations and clubs getting together 
to organize beginner's ball dances so 
that most of the clubs can send their 
classes to each other. 

This month I will discuss the 
importance of having а beginner's class 
in the first place. From what I could 
gather when asking about class sizes, I 
have heard encouraging news. 

1 certainly cannot. speak for all of 
New England, but many clubs in the 
Western Muassachusetts/Connecti- 
cul/Albany, New York area are experi- 
enciny increases in beginner's classes this 
year. I personally know of many clubs 
that have doubled their classes from the 
last few years. Clubs that haven't been 
able to have a class in recent years are 
enjoying being part of it again. 

What is enusing this sudden increase 
in class attendance? Could it be the 
economy? Could it be all of the heavy- 
duty recruiting that our various associ-

ations have done? How about word of 
mouth? Most likely it is a combination 
of all of these. One other aspect that 1 
have noticed is that there are more 
young people taking lessons this year. 
This certainly is a good sign! 

I know many of you reading this will 
say, "We don't have a class this year. 
What is he talking about? I can 
understand your feelings, 1 can only 
speak of the areas to which I have 
access on a regular basis. Based on the 
experiences of the majority of clubs in 
the geographical areas previously 
mentioned, the early success of these 
classes is a welcome relief from the 
many years of poor attendance or no 
classes at all. 

Perhaps now we can sce some light 
at the end of the tunnel. It is far too 
enrly to begin celebrating our new-found 
success, but we can take some 
consolation in the fact that some clubs 
are experiencing success with their 
classes for the first time in many years. 

One important point that needs to be 
addressed is the issue of dancer 
retention. How will we retain these 
dancers come spring when they gradu- 
ate? We ure bound to lose a few. But 
we should try to put. a stop to the mass 
exodus thut has been happening within 
the last decade. How do we do that? 
There are many ways, but one way that 
I will mention is quality teaching.

are both beautiful and beautifully 
maintained and operated. 

I have just come from a month in 
western Canada teaching caller clinics 
for about 75 callers in three different 
clinies and calling dances for each of the 
past four Saturday nights. All four of 
the dances were Mainstream, and it has 
been fun to restore my experience with 
that vocabulary. Some of the dancers 
are comfortable with the Plus program, 
but most are solid (and happy) 
Mainstream dancers. 

Two things I have found interesting 
here are the number of callers who are 
just starting out - many of them 
younger than most of today's square 
dancers - and that several of the callers 
who came to the clinic had their 
expenses covered by the clubs they call 
for. As with most callers everywhere, 
these callers rarely earn enough to 
cover the basic costs of equipment and 
travel. 1 was pleased to note the 
enlightened and supportive attitude 
displayed by these clubs. 

Another observation that I have 
made from this trip is confirmation of 
past observations. Many years ago a 
visit by a traveling caller was cause for

dancer excitement. Experienced 
dancers would travel great distances to 
dance to callers who visited the area 
infrequently. Nearly always the crowds 
were larger than "local" callers could 
draw. "That situation has completely 
turned around these last days. Dancers 
seem wary of the unknown caller, Two 
of my last. four dances were in areas 
where my calling was unknown to 
either dancers or callers. Many of the 
callers knew of me as a result of my 
involvement in CALLERLAB but had 
not heard me call. In those areas my 
dances were less well attended. 

I have noticed this reluctance on the 
part of dancers to try a caller they don't 
know in connection with caller clinics 
around the country. I have also found 
it difficult to promote callers from 
outside our area with New England 
dancers. Im not sure why this 
uneasiness exists among dancers, but it 
may support my feeling that callers 
tend to cause squares to break down too 
much these days. The callers that 
dancers know are predictable. Dancers 
know how much breakdown (о expect. 
With callers they don't know, dancers 
are concerned that they may be chal- 
lenged and lose more than they wish to. 
Whatever the reason, the respect the 
traveling callers once had has 
diminished - no matter who they are.

ZAGREB REPRINT 


This is a slightly edited version of a 
column several years ago. I offer it 
again because il seems so topical 
considering some of today's headlines. 

Now that Yugoslavia is more 
familiar to us because of the Winter 
Olympies (and in 1991 because of the 
fighting between the Serbs and the 
Croatians), it may be easier to locate 
where this part of our dance history 
took place. The area known as 
Yugoslavia was in political stress and 
division in the 19th century as well as 
in the 20th. For example, in the area 
which includes the city of Zagreb. the 
ruling political forces of the 1840s were 
the Austro-Hungarian  Hapsburgs 
despite a sizable population of 
Croatians. Croatian leaders promoted 
Croatian music, literature, art, drama 
and dance so that their culture and 
nationalism remained visible, 

Organizing and attending balls was 
a major social and recreational activity 
for the Zagreb middle and upper 
classes, and the number of ballrooms in 
Zagreb in the mid-19th century attests 
to the importance of this activity in the 
social scene. Croatian leaders felt it 
was especially significant to incorporate 
traditional Croatian dancing into these 
balls to "make a statement” about. their 
Croatian nationality. These dances 
were folk dances from the rural people 
which many Zagreb Croatians had lost 
as they became more and more urban 
and urbane. Therefore, a great effort 
was made to teach, and learn, these 
dances in advance of the balls so that. 
they could be included, and look good, 
in these important. events.

SQUARE DANCE BADGES - BADGE CLIPS - 


What was the style of dancing that 
had supplemented the traditional forms 
and which these people did not want to 
give up because it represented having 
"arrived" in an upper class, urban, 
worldly way? It was the quadrille, a 
square dance in which the heads and 
sides (in today’s language) move 
symmetrically through stars, ladies’ 
chains, grand rights and lefts, 
promenades, and other figures we dance 
today. In those days, anybody who was 
somebody learned to square dance, even 
in politically torn 19th-century country 
far away from the English and 
American sources we usually associate 
with square dancing. Indeed, in Zagreb 
in the 1840s, it was easy to go from the 
square-up home position of the 
quadrille into a circle to dance the kolo; 
i.e., to make a regional statement in the 
midst of a cosmopolitan dance. 

І was introduced to this fascinating 
area of dance history at a slide show 
and lecture by Nancy Lee Chalfa 
Ruyter at the 1984 Conference of the 
Society of Dance History Scholars at 
Goucher College in Towson, Maryland. 
Her presentation was very impressive 
and went into much more detail; a full 
reprint of her lecture is available in 
the Proceedings of that conference. 1 
am pleased to have this area of square 
dance history opened up to us who 
usually think of it as "ours"; Le, 
"American. Square dancing's history 
is bigger and more cosmopolitan than 
we thought!

HOW TO FIT A PATTERN 


1 was asked at a dance if I could 
explain how to fit a pattern to your 
body, All patterns are based on the 
standard body measurements by the 
pattern industry and are found usually 


on the back of the pattern or in the 
pattern book. Remember, these 
measurements are average and only 
approximate. This is why I usually 
choose a pattern with 3 sizes included. 


How to measure for a WOMAN: You will need a tape measure (not your 
husband's). Ask a friends or daughter to help you, for you alone cannot get an 
accurate measurement. You should wear just your undergarments or a body suit. 
DO NOT pull the tape too tight and do not hold your breath. Tie a cord snugly 
around your waist; this is your reference point. 


BACK WAIST LENGTH: Measure from the most prominent neck bone down 
to the cord that marks your natural waist. 

CHEST: directly under the arms, straight across the back, and ABOVE 
the bust. 

BUST: around the fullest portion of the bust and straight across the back. 
WAIST: Stand up straight and breathe normally; measure around your 
natural waistline, 

HIPS: around the fullest part of the hips, usually 7" below the natural 
waistline on a short person and 9" below on a tall person. 

HEIGHT: Stand straight against a wall and lightly mark it, then measure it. 
BACK SKIRT LENGTH: from waistline to desired skirt length. 

SLEEVE LENGTH: from shoulder bone to wrist bone, elbow slightly bent. 
UPPER SLEEVE WIDTH: Measure at armpit level; if you have to enlarge 
it, add 3" for ease. 

LOWER SLEEVE WIDTH: Measure just below the elbow (for enlarging, add 


3” for ense). 


HIGH HIP: Measure about 3" below the waistline. 
SHOULDER WIDTH: from center back of neck to shoulder bone. 





After you have taken your body 
measurements, check pattern sizes and 
choose the one closest to your sizes; if in 
between, go for the larger one. 

You must first cut out the pattern 
pieces and press them with a DRY iron. 
Do not use steam; it can shrink or burn 
the paper- 

Measure the pattern pieces from 
STITCHING LINE to the other (NOT 
the cutting line, or you will be including 
the 5/8ths inch seam allowance). To 
make adjustments in the pattern, you 
will need tape measure, PAPER-cutting 
scissors, tissue paper, pins and Scotch 
tape. Most patterns have a line dir- 
ecting you to the natural waistline; if 
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you have to lengthen or shorten the 
pattern, this is your point of reference. 

If you lengthen the front bodice 
piece, you must also lengthen the back 
bodice the same. When changing the 
width, remember that usually only half 
the pattern is given, Make 1/4 the total 
adjustment on the front pattern piece 
and 1/4 on the back. Most patterns have 
a lengthening or shortening line to show 
you where these adjustments should be 
made. Adjusting at the hemline can 
sometimes destroy the design. 

TO LENGTHEN: Cut along the line 
indicated on the pattern; place a piece 
of tissue paper under them. Make sure

SAVE ME, PLEASE! 
Elaine M, Wasekanes, EPC Chairperson for The Federation of Delaware Valley Square 
& Round Dancers, sent us this invaluable emergency preparedness information. 


Is your club prepared to bandle an 
emergency situation? Are you? By the 
time an emergency situation occurs, it 
is too late to start thinking about 
what should be done, by whom, etc. 
By giving some thought and a little 
preparation to emergency procedures, 
the life you save may be your own. 


BASIC RECOMMENDATIONS 

Each club or organization (and 
caller/cuer) should review or locate: 
1) The Emergency Call for Medical 
Aid (ECMA). Put ECMA on your teach- 
ing list for Basic Square Dancing and 
Phase I Round Dancing. Display ECMA 
posters at all dances, workshops, con- 
ventions; review it on a regular basis. 
2) The location of the nearest phone at 
your facility; make sure phone works. 
3) A plan of action if your facility does 
not have a phone. 
4) Where emergency phone numbers 
are kept. 
5) The address of your facility and the 
closest cross streets. 
6) Who in your club or organization has 
current first aid training and/or CPR 
training. (It is recommended. that all 
square dancers, callers and cuers 
participate in CPR and first aid training.) 
7) Fire extinguishers: where they are, 
what kind they are, how to use them. 
B) The location of the nearest hospital. 
9) The location of any first aid kits. 
Any emergency requiring more than ice 
or a band-aid will require a call for 
trained emergency personnel. But if 
there is a first aid kit, your first aider 
might need it. Band-aids are always 
good to have on hand. 


EMERGENCY COORDINATOR 
Each club should assign an Emerg- 
ency Coordinator (EC). This person 
should not be your club's first aider. The 
EC's job is to make sure that the only 
thing the first aider has to worry about is 
the victim, The EC will: 
1) Identify nature of the emergency. 
2) Inform the caller/ouer of what is 
happening and have him/her locate and 
direct any first. aiders to the victim. 
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3) If the situation warrants it, make 
sure emergency calls are made. Since 
your EC has other responsibilities, he/she 
should not make the calls but just make 
sure it has been done. 

4) Help the caller/cuer decide what 
should be done with dancers; e.g., clear 
the hall, continue dancing, ete. 

5) Assist caller/cuer in crowd control. 
Make sure nothing impedes the first 
aider’s assistance to the victim. 

6) Keep the caller/cuer informed as to 
what is happening so that. dancers can be 
kept informed; e.g., a dancer has been 
hurt, first aid is being given, an 
ambulance is on the way. Please stay 
clear and do not interfere. 

7) Inform district insurance chairman 
about. an incident, as soon as possible. 
8) If the EC is not going to be at a 
dance/class, assign someone else to do the 
job, making sure that person knows what 
to do. 

9) Review the EMCA at your dances 
and classes on a regular basis. Make 
sure all members, students, club callers 
and cuers are familiar with EMCA and 
your club's emergency procedures. 


EP POSTERS, FLYERS & CARDS 

Place ECMA Posters on highly visible 
walls of your hall, Review ECMA often 
with your dancers and students. Ask 
your enllers and cuers and organization 
officials to explain or demonstrate the 
ECMA symbol. 

Fil out and post Emergency 
Preparedness Flyers, one by the phone 
and one in the hall in an eye-catching 
area, such as by the treasurer's table. 

Fill out 6 Emergency Preparedness 
Cards and place as follows: 

* Опе in the treasurer's box (or other 
quickly accessible place); 

* One with club president 
Emergency Coordinator; 

* One with regular club caller and 
cuer (in record or brief case); 

* One returned with your insurance 
information. 

Keep remaining cards to use as 
needed, such as for a special dance at a 
different hall.

ECMA is the abbreviation for Emergency Call for Medical Aid. This signal is 
designed for use by dancers to notify the caller of a medical problem in their 
square. When such a problem occurs, important minutes are often lost in the 
frenzy of waving arms and explanations which cannot be heard or understood 
across a crowded dance floor. 

The arched circle assures the fastest possible response time by medical 
personnel to an emergency on the dance floor. In this way, we hope to save 
precious, perhaps lifesaving, minutes.

STITCH 'N' TIME From page 23 
you spread pattern pieces evenly and 
with the exact amount of the 
adjustment. Make sure the grain lines 
are siraight; pin and then tape the 
tissue paper to pattern piece. 

TO SHORTEN: Measure and mark 
up from the shortening line the amount 
of the adjustment; draw a line across 
the pattern parallel to the shortening 
line. Fold the pattern along the short- 
ening line, bringing the folded edge to 
the drawn line. Pin in place and check 
that grainline is straight. If pattern 
has a dart, you will need to re-draw it. 

BUST ADJUSTMENTS: Hold the 
pattern piece up to your body, matching 
the natural waistline and yours. The 
tip of the underarm bust dart should 
point to the largest part of the bust, but 
ends about 3/4 " before the fullest part. 


FROM OUR READERS: І have a tip 
from Jan Duquette; If your petticoats 
are getting flat and lifeless, don't 
despair. Take a large-eye needle and 
sew 40-Ib.-test fishing line through the 
entire hem.

If there is a major difference, raise or 
lower the entire dart. If you have a 
question on the bust darts, hold the 
pattern up to you then pin this dart and 
hold it up again to make sure it is the 
right height and falls just before the 
fullest part of the bustline. If] am in a 
hurry and I know the darts are a little 
off, I do not sew the darts in until I 
have the bodice put together. Then 
along with the help of my daughter, I 
pin the darts where they should be. 

It takes a bit of time to lay out a 
correct pattern, but once you have done 
it to one, it becomes much easier on the 
next. You will even get to the point of 
just knowing your body flaws and know 
where to make the adjustments, Pat- 
terns that come in three sizes take a lot 
of work out of adjusting.

He was a member of the Florida 
Callers’ Association, CALLERLAB, 
ASCAP and BMI. He received the 
honorary title of Kentucky Colonel, 
given by the governor of that state for 
special achievements of all kinds and 
awarded "for service and nccomplish- 
ments on behalf of your fellow man." 

The Mitchells escorted many fun 
square dance groups, including eight to 
Hawaii, two to Europe, and six cruises. 
Sam conducted caller's clinies and 
colleges all over the country. Not long 
before his death, he continued to call for 
5 weekly clubs and 2 once-a-month 
clubs around the state. 

Singin’ Sam recorded 44 singles 
records and 5 Lp.'s. Three were awarded 
"Record of the Year" by Prairie Records. 
As a memorial to him, Betty is thinking 
of putting out a tape of his records. 

In addition to his wife, Sam is sur- 
vived by 2 children, 8 grandchildren and 
3 great-grandchildren. His motto was 
"We live each day to its fullest because it. 
vould be our last," And that he did. In 
spite of a badly damaged heart following 
his third attack, Sam continued a happy 
involvement, with his family and had 
imminent plans to begin calling again for 
his workshop. He died quickly and 
peacefully in his own bed. 

May George "Singin' Sam" Mitchell 
be remembered with the joy that this 
"Living Legend" gave to the world 
through his singing and the wonderful 
times shared with all.
